REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Tue Superrrenpine Scoot Commrirres commence their Report, 
saying, that this people should be grateful that the schools generally 
have been so successful the past year. The Committee feel that much 
progress has been made. Jor the past six years many teachers of the 
first class have been employed. It is thought that there is not a single 
District which has not had one or more noble examples in teaching, and 
this fact has led parents and children to expect much; and hence, ordi- 
nary teachers have little chance of securing a good reputation. A few 
remarks will succeed a review of each school. 


Disrrict No. 1.—The money in this was all expended in one term 
of 15} weeks commencing in Sept. There were 16 scholars, average at- 
tendance, 13; a female teacher ; wages, $7 per month. She evidently 
loves teaching and was especially successful with small scholars, andsome 
were only three years old; the rest made commendable progress and the 
school appeared well governed. ‘This teacher, by further study, may be 
eminently useful. 


Disrricr No. 2.—Here also there was only one term of school} taught 
by a female, 14 weeks ; wages $8 per month. Number of scholars, 17, 
average attendance only 8, because it was at a season when some were 
needed at home for work, and because a Select School was keeping 10 
weeks of the time. The teacher acquitted herself well. Though her 
number was so small she gave herself to the work, and was very aflec- 
tionate and decided in her discipline. 


District No. 3.—The teacher of the summer school has a rich ex- 
perience in her profession and in a very quiet way performed her work 
successfully. Number of scholars 34, average attendance, 33; 8 weeks; 
$8 per month. In the autumn a Select School was taught three months 
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in this district, and the teacher of this was expected to teach the winter 
school, but did not; and the parents and children were so disappointed 
as quite to unfit them to receive profit from any other teacher. . 


However with much effort a male teacher of some experience was employ- 
ed. The Committee visited it near the commencement,and so far as seen, 
all things appeared favorable. Number of scholars, 26; average atten- 
dance, 19; length of school, 8 weeks ; wages, $18 per month. We were 
not notified of the close of the school and cannot report farther. 


District No. 4.—In this district, one teacher (female) was employed 
two terms; in summer 12 weeks ; 35 scholars; average attendance, 27 ; 
wages, $7 per month. Sheis apt to teach and did well for the “ little 
ones” and of this class she had quite a share. In the larger scholars 
there was a want of distinct articulation and not.as thorough as desirable. 
Still she was so popular, that at a school meeting they reconsidered a 
vote to hire a male teacher and voted to engage her for the winter school. 
Length of this, 14 weeks; number. of scholars 29, average attendance, 
26; wages, $9per month. The health of the'teacher was poor which 
evidently detracted from her usefulness. She needs rest from these la- 
bors, and then apply herself to farther qualifications. 


District. No. 5.—The summer school was only 8 weeks; 23 scholars, 
average attendance, 18; wages, $6 per month. This teacher has taught 
quite a number of schools in town and has never been below medium, 
and by farther study is capable of arriving toa high standard. 


The winter school was also kept by a female ; 12 weeks, 28 scholars; 
average attendance 19; wages, $8,50 per month. This teacher has book- 
knowledge sufficient, still was not successful. Though the parents and 
scholars might have done more to make a good school, yet the teacher is 
not easy and skilful inher werk. After all at the closing examination 
many scholars showed much progress. 


District No. 6.—The same teacher (female) was employed two terms. 
Summer school, 10 weeks; 13 scholars ; average attendance, 11; wages, 
$6, per month, ‘This teacher had not taught before, and being well 
qualified made the impress of her attainments on the scholars. The au- 
tumn term was 14 weeks; average attendance, 17; wages, $6,80 per 
month. The Superintending Committee remarked atthe opening of this 
school “ That if the scholars so purposed they might gain as much as at 
any Select School” and the result in our judgment fulfilled the remark. 


The lessons in the examination were promptly repeated, evincing thor- 
oughness. 


The discipline did not come up to ahigh standard,—perhaps the very 
inconvenient school room was the reason of this defect. 
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Disrrtor No. 7.—The summer school was 8 weeks; 30 scholars; 
wages, $7 per month ; report not fully filled out. The teacher seemed 
interested in her work, but her health a part of the time was not firm, 
and the progress was not as manifest as desirable. 


The winter school was taught by a female '7 weeks and 2 days; 33 
scholars ; average attendance, 28; wages, $9 permonth. When the school 
began the repairs on the house were not finished, and interrupted the ex- 
ercise for several days and a number of the larger scholars were not 
through with attending a Select School for eleven days, and this would 
only leave 54 weeks of uninterrupted school; and in an examination of 
three hours, the teacher and the scholars acquitted themselves far beyond 
our anticipations. 

a 


A class of 10 in Colburn’s Arithmetic were all deeply interested.— 
Also 5 in Adams’ Old, and 2 in Adams’ New Revised Arithmetic, had 
received much profit. Indeed the whole circle of studies exhibited the 
accuracy that is needed in every school. The parents manifest their 
confidence in the teacher by having a private school 6 weeks; 


District No. 8.—The summer school was 18 weeks; 14 scholars ;— 
average attendance, 11; wages, $7 per month. ‘The report not finish- 
éd. This teacher had not taught school before. Her qualifications were 
good and with the developement of more confidence and energy will make 
a useful teacher. | 


The winter school was taught by a male teacher ; 12 weeks ; 23 schol- 
ars; average attendance, 15; wages, $14 per month. This school was 
the first effort of this teacher and the examination evinced thorough 
instruction. .There was however a lack of distinct enunciation and some 
confusion from loud study and whispering which he may and ouglhit to 
remedy in his future efforts. 


Remarxs—1. Thus it is seen we have had in town 14 terms of school 
in the usual course, twelve female and only two male teachers. No. 1, 
153 weeks; No. 2, 14 weeks ; No. 3, 16 weeks; No. 4, 25 weeks; No. 
5, 20 weeks ; No. 6, 24 weeks; No. 7, 15 weeks and 2 days; No. 8, 23 
weeks. 


This averages 19 weeks to each district leaving 33 weeks of the year 
without any school. Who does not say the schools are yet too short 2 


2. Select Schools. 'To remedy the deficiency of'short schools, the year 
previous to the last a Select School was taught four months and a half at 
the School house in District No. 3; and last autumn the same teacher 
was again employed three months, keeping up the interest excited the 
previous year; some scholars walking from home a distance of three 
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miles. In other remote parts of the town there were some who wanted 
to attend such a school and board at home; therefore another Select 
School was taught one term at the Hall, by a female who had previously 
taught a difficult winter school in town and with success. The school 
in No. 3, had more than 40 scholars and the one at the Hall about 25 
scholars. These have done much to quicken the youthful mind and we 
see not why every district school may not become equally beneficial— . 
The private school in No. '7, we expect will be highly useful to that cir- 
ole of youth. 


3, School houses. In No. 7, they have thoroughly repaired their house 
making it convenient and erected an out building. In No. 2, a very 
little was done in repair, still the house is not sufficiently warm for win- 
ter, and hence it is urged to spend the money in summer or autumn, 
thus depriving some of the usual privilege of school. The house in No. 
6, is miserably constructed, and so out of repair that they have no school 
inthe winter. It is hoped that the people in that district will build a- 
new or thoroughly repair. The injury on some of the best houses the 
past year has been more than the parents shouldallow. By-laws should 
be made requiring those who do any extra injury to makeit good ; such 
as breaking glass, doors, benches and the like. 


4, Teachers.—The majority of teachers should be more careful in fill- 
ing out the Register placed in their hands; for this is the property of ‘ 
the district, and being put into the possession of the Clerk, will be hand- 
ed down to future generations. We have had the past year two reports 
filled out very tastefully indeed, viz: from the teachers of summer school 
No. 3, and of the winter school No. 7. ‘Some of the rest are exceed- 
ingly defective. Teachers should aim at still higher qualifications. The 
best have room to improve, and the poorer should have their conscience 
quickened in this matter for the teacher’s position is deeply responsible. 


5. Prudential Committee.—The most important step is to select and 
hire a good teacher, and this Committee should make inquiry respecting 
the success of those they engage, in their former efforts. They should 
attend to the matter in good season, when a choice may be had, for mon- 
ey is in some instances worse than thrown away. Teachers should pos- 
sess intellectual attainments, and, in addition, good judgment, with apt- 
ness to teach. Some minds can never become useful in teaching.— 
Those should be sought who will set a good example for children to im- 
itate. This Committee should remember the law to notify the Superin- 
tending Committee of the beginning and close of the school. 


The last remark isto Parents. They should as far as possible make 
their plans to have their children at school all the time it keeps. It is 
injurious and not economical to keep children away from school. It is 
lamentable that so many are kept away a part or all the time and those 
too who might do well if they attended. Moreover, parents should la- 
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bor and sympathise with the teachers and do what they can to help its 
discipline and aid their children in getting lessons at home. Even if 
the teachers are not the best, it is seldom wise for parents to talk of the 
failings of teachers in the presence of children. They should go them- 
selves into the schools before suspicion has arisen that the teacher is not 
the best. A mother once said “her daughter always regarded her last 
teacher the best.” Those who are slow to speak against a teacher will do 
most in helping their children to gain knowledge. Still there is an un- 
questionable demand for the best qualified teachers. The course must 
be onward and upward. <A mother of two small children said “ she did 
not like the low priced teachers.” In short when one does remarkably 
well and becomes popular, there is no need of constantly ringing the 
bell of applause and when one fails in some respects do not keep tolling 
the bell of disapprobation. We have had too much of both the past year 
in the judgment of the Superintending School Committee.
